All Amateur Radio operators, hold- 
ing a valid license, are welcome to visit 
W3AA and operate on the same bands as 
the CO on duty may operate—only if the 
CO gives permission. An example would 
be, if the CO is a General and the Visitor a 
Novice then with the permission of the CO 
the Visitor may operate in the General Class 
portion of the Amateur Radio Bands. If 
the CO is an Extra, then with permission 
granted by the CO the Visitor may operate 
in the Extra Class portion of the Amateur 
Radio Bands. However, if for any reason 
the CO leaves the station, the level of privi- 
lege is only to the level of the visitor’s li- 
cense class i.e. if you are a Tech then you 
operate in the Tech portion of the Amateur 
Radio Bands. If this is not clear then call

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1999 FIELD DAY BRINGS RULE CHANGE, NEW PIN 


articipants in ARRL Field Day—the most popular annual operating event in the US 

and Canada—will encounter one significant change in rules for this year’s event, 
June 26-27. Those using batteries to power their equipment now will be able to charge 
them while in use. The change affects all entry classes except Class D (home stations 
using commercial power; home stations using emergency power, including rechargeable 
batteries, should enter in Class E). In the past, only Class C (mobile) stations could 
charge batteries while in use. As previously, batteries must be charged from a power 
source independent of the commercial mains. 

For the first time, the ARRL is making available annual Field Day pins to show your 

participation in the 1999 event. You don’t have to make a minimum number of contacts 
or achieve a particular score level. You just have to participate! 
Pins are $5 each. Field Day groups are advised to collect the money for the pins and send 
a single order stating the number of pins needed to ARRL Contest Branch, ATTN: Field 
Day Pins, 225 Main St, Newington, CT 06111. The League will ship the pins back to the 
club for distribution. 

The first “International Field Day” was held June 10-11, 1933, billed as “just a test of 
portable equipment” for US and Canadian amateurs, according to former ARRL Com- 
munications Manager George Hart, W1NJM. Hart says then-Communications Manager 
Ed Handy, W1BDL came up with the idea of Field Day, which now is in its 66th year. It 
was not until the second annual Field Day, in 1934, that Handy’s Field Day writeup in 
QST raised the aspect of emergency preparedness. 


FCC says reciprocal permits now ‘’paperless’”’ 


he FCC is advising applicants for reciprocal operating permits that an application is 

no longer required. Under new ULS rules that took effect February 12, the FCC 
Form 610A has passed into history. The new rules also will pave the way for US hams to 
more easily operate in most of Europe. The FCC is expected to issue a Public Notice in 
the near future that will spell out the details. 

The new rules move the US a step closer to participation in the licensing arrange- 
ments of CEPT, the European Conference of Postal and Telecommunications Adminis- 
trations. The US State Department applied for US participation in 1997, and the request 
was approved in early 1998. Completion of the final steps to make this a reality is under- 
stood to be imminent. These include formal US notification to the European 
Radiocommunications Office that it is prepared to carry out its responsibilities under 
CEPT Recommendation T/R 61-01, and the issuance of a Public Notice in English, 
French and German. 

Under the CEPT arrangements, a US Technician licensee will be recognized as hold- 
ing the equivalent of a CEPT Class 2 (VHF-only) license. Holders of Tech Plus through 
Extra tickets will have the full HF and VHF privileges of a CEPT Class 1 license.

UoSAT-12 satellite suc- 


cessfully launched 

The latest Amateur Radio satellite, UoSAT- 
12, was successfully launched April 21 just 
before 0500 UTC from the Baikonur 
Cosmodrome aboard a converted Soviet SS- 
18 ICBM. This marked the first time a mis- 
sile designed for war had been converted to 
peaceful purposes to carry a satellite into 
space. 

Word was received of the various stage 
separations and the separation of UoSAT- 
12 after 877 seconds. Keplerian elements 
will be available soon. 

The satellite was successfully switched on 
at around 1800 UTC and copied on the 2230 
UTC pass in Japan by Kazu Sakamoto, 
JJ1WTK. The downlink is 9600 baud FSK 
and can be copied on 437.400 MHz. 

UoSAT-12 carries a number of imaging 
payloads along with digital store-and-for- 
ward communications on VHF and UHF. 
Mode L/S transponders will also be sup- 
ported with a high-speed digital downlink.
